THE MEETING’S PURPOSE 


Mr. Churchill said:—In the twenty- 
second month of the war against 
Nazism we meet here in this old Palace 
of St. James—itself not unscarred by 
the fire of the enemy—in order to pro- 
claim the high purposes and resolves 
of the lawful constitutional govern- 
ments of Europe whose countries have 
been overrun, and we meet here also 
to cheer the hopes of free men and 
free peoples throughout the world. 

Here before us on the table lie the 
title-deeds of ten gations “ór States, 
whose soil has been invaded and pol- 
luted, and whose men, women and 
cpildren lie prostrate or writhing under 
the Hitler yoke But here also, duly 
authorised by the Parliament and 
democracy of Britain, are gathered the 
ser‘ants of the ancient British 
monarchy and the accredited represen- 
tatives of the British Dominions be- 
vond the seas—of Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa, of the 
Empire of India, of Burma, and of our 
colonies in every quarter of the globe. 
They have drawn their swords in this 
cause. They will never let them fall 
till life is gone or victory is won. Here 
we meet, while from across the Atlantic 
Ocean the hammers and lathes of the 
United States signal in a rising hum 
their message of encouragement and 
8 promise of swift and ever- growing 
aid. 


„THEY WILL BE 
REPAID” 


What tragedies, what horrors, what 
crimes has Hitler and all that Hitler 
stands for brought upon Europe and 
the world! The ruins of Warsaw, of 
Rotterdam, of Belgrade are monuments 
which will long recall to the future 
generations the outrage of the un- 
opposed air-bombing, applied with cal- 
culated scientific cruelty to helpless 
populations. Here in London and 
throughout the cities of our island, and 
in Ireland, there may also be seen the 
marks of devastation. They are being 
repaid, and presently they will be more 
than repaid. 


PLIGHT OF EUROPE 


_ But far worse than these visible 
injuries is the misery of the conquered 
peoples We see them hounded, 
' terrorised. exploited. Their manhood, 
by the million, is forced to work under 
conditions indistinguishable in many 
ses from actual slavery. 
goods and chattels are pillaged 
or filched for worthless money. Their 
homes their daily lives are pried into 
and spied upon by the all-pervading 
system of secret political police, which, 
having reduced the Germans them- 
selves to abject docility, now stalks the 
streets and byways of a dozen lands. 
Their religious faiths are affronted, 
persecuted or oppressed, In the 
interests of a — paganism, 
devised to perpetuate the worship and 
sustain the *tyranny of one abomin- 
able creature. 

Their traditions, their culture, the 
laws, their institutions, social and 
political. like, are suppressed by. force 
or undermined by subtle, coldly-planned 
intrigue. The prisons of the Continent 
no longer suffice, The concentration 
camps are overcrowded. Every dawn 
the German volleys crack, Czechs, 
Poles, Dutchmen, Norwegians, Yugo- 
slavs and Greeks, Frenchmen, Belgians, 
Luxembourgers. make the great sacri- 
fice for faith and country. A vi 
race of quislings—to use the new word 
which will carry the scorn of man- 
kind down the centuries—is hired to 
fawn upon the conqueror, to collaborate 
in his designs, and to enforce his rule 
upon their fellow-countrymen, whil 
grovelling low themselves, Such is 
the plight of once glorious Europe, and 
such are the atrocities against w 
we are in arms.

A YEAR AGO ~~“ 


We are here, Your Excellencies, to 
affirm and fortify our union in that 
ceaseless and unwearying effort which 
must be made if the captive peoples 
year ago His 
Majesty’s Government was left alone 
to face the storm, and, to many of 
our friends and enemies alike, it may 
have seemed that our days, 
too, were numbered, and that 
Britain and its institutions would 
sink forever beneath the verge. 
But I may, with some pride, remind 
Your Excellencies that even in that 
dark hour when our Army was dis- 
organised and almost weaponless, when 
scarcely a gun or a tank remained in 
Britain, when almost all our stores 
and ammunition had been lost in 
France—never for one moment did the 
British people dream of making peace 
with the conqueror, and never jor a 
moment did they despair of the common 
cause. On the contrary, we proclaimed 
at that very time to all men—not only 
to ourselves—our determination not to 
make peace until every one of the 
ravaged and enslaved countries was 
liberated, and until the Nazi domina- 
tion was broken and destroyed. 


SENSE OF MASTERY | 


See how far we have travelled since I 


those breathless days of June, a year 
ago. Our solid; stubborn strength has 
stood the awful test. We are masters 
of our own air, and now reach out in 
ever-growing retribution upon the 
enemy. The Royal Navy holds the 
seas. The Italian Fleet cowers di- 
minished in harbour. The German 
Navy is largely crippled or sunk. The 
murderoua raids upon our ports, cities 
and factories have been powerless to 
quench the spirit of the British nation, 
to stop our national life, or check the 
immense expansion of our war in- 
dustry.

General Sikorski, Poland, said that 
this inter-Allied meeting should repre- 
sent the beginning of an organisation 
designed to consider the New Order 
in a free Europe, assured of the certain 
support of the Allied nations, and of 
democratic opinion throughout the 
world, 

Professor Cassin, in the name of 
General de Gaulle, Leader of the Free 
French people, said:—‘‘France repudi- 
ates the monstrous ‘New European 
Order’ which it is sought to impose 
upon her, and in which she would 
play the part of her executioner’s 
‘accomplice. She cannot think of peace 
without liberty.“ 

Herr Trygve Lie, Norwegtan Foreign 
Minister, said:—‘‘We are convinced 
that a happier future can only come to 
us through the collaboration of all free 
peoples in a world in which all men 
may enjoy individual liberty, joined 
with economic and social security.“ 

M. Pierlot said that Belgium could 
only be secure if the military and 
political power of Germany, and not 
only of the Nazi régime, was de- 
stroyed. It was essential to organise a 
real and lasting system of guarantees. 
Belgium would contribute to the 
organisation of any system of common 
security undertaken under the initiative 
of Great Britain. 

M. Simopoulos, Greek Minister in 
London, said: For our independence 
and our freedom we have sacrificed 
everything. The British Empire has 
fought by our side without reckoning 
the risks, thus giving a splendid 
example of solidarity. We will con- 
tinue the struggle to the end by the 
side of our Allies.“ 

Mr. Eden, closing the meeting, said 
that it was not possible to hold such 
meetings continuously, but he hoped 
that that meeting might represent the 
i auguration of a new phase of colla- 
boration, and that it might form part 
of the machinery through which 
victory would be won and by which 
peace would be maintained after 
victory. 


OFFICIAL REPORT 


The following official report was 
issued after the meeting in St. James’s 
Palace :— 

The meeting opened, at. midday, 
with a — 2 by Mr. Winston 
Churchill.

Yugoslavia, and the representatives of 
General de Gaulle, leader of Free 
Frenchmen, engaged together in the 
fight against aggression, are resolved. 

“1—That they will continue the 
struggle against German or Italian 
oppression until victory is won, and 
will mutually assist each other in this 
struggle to the utmost of their respec- 
tive capacities. 

“2— That there can be no settled | 
peace and prosperity so long as free 
peoples are coerced by violence into 
submission to domination hy Germany 
or her associates, or live under the 
threat of such coercion. 

“ 3—That the only true basis of en- 
during peace is the willing co-opera- 
tion of free peoples in a world in 
which, relieved of the menace of 
aggression, all may enjoy economic and 
social security; and that it is their

AUSTRALIANS AT 
SIDON 


A French News Agency despatch re- 
ports fighting between French and 
Australians in front of Sidon, accom- 
panied by bombardments of the coast 
by British naval units. In spite of 
efforts along the length of the Lebanon 
coast, the Australians have been un- 
able to overcome French resistance in 
front of the port, the despatch says. 

„During Wednesday night fighting 
was still taking place to the south. 
French troops, resisting to the utmost, 
are 3 in the orange groves 
surrounding the town. : 

“The Australian attacks continue 
uninterruptedly, supported by tanks 
and the guns of a naval squadron, 
consisting of a battleship, two cfuisers 
and fiye destroyers, which have been 
bombarding the port for the last three 
days, : 


NAVAL ACTION 


“Two light naval units were hit by | 


two French destroyers which went tc 
meet them, but the remainder of the 
Fleet continued the action, opening 
fire on the coast. In spite of the 
weakness of the French forces and 
their unfavourable position, battalions 
of French stubbornly opposed the 
attack. The Australians were obliged 
to carry out outflanking movements 
against the centres of resistance and 
infilter by the mountains to the east. 

The positions rest on Hermon, and 
are prolonged across the Lebanon 
mountain to the Saida sector. 

In front of Damascus the de Gaulle 
troops yesterday continued their 
attack against Kissout, fifteen kilo- 
metres to the south of the Syrian 
capital. According to the latest news, 
all these attacks have been repulsed.

The paper’s regular com- 
mentator, M. Victorov, says that the 
fighting m Syria is “simply a new 
phase in the battle for Suez,’’ and fore- 
shadows a further intensification of the 
struggle in the Kastern Mediterranean. 

The military action in Syria means 
a heightening of the tension between 
Britain and France, which was already 
serious, M. Victorov continues. 


BIG BATTLE NOT 


LIKELY

ANKARA, Thursday. 


It is the opinion in Turkish military 
circles that the progress of operations 
in Syria is satisfactory and that they 
are proceeding slowly, but steadily, on 
somewhat old-fashioned lines of war- 
fare. A major battle is thought to be 
unlikely, and it is rather expected that 
a succession of isolated actions will 
take place. It is also thought that the 
resistance put up will be just suffi- 
cient to enable those Frenchmen who 
are inclined to support Vichy to say: 
onneur est auf. 

At the same time, the feeling in 
Turkey is expressed by the sentence: 
The sooner the Syrian campaign is 
over the better.” This view is — 
everywhere. 

Turkey is taking some precautionary 
measures on her south-eastern frontier, 
and these are justified by the war 
operations that are going on close to 
her border.—(Copyright, per Press 
Association.) 


GERMAN STATEMENT 


CASUALTIES AT 
CRETE 


AssociaTeD Press. 


i Té German High Command 


announced. yesterday that 
125 officers and 1,228 men of the 
German Air Force had been 
killed during the Crete opera- 
tions. 

The High Command said that 
an additional 106 officers and 
2,515 men were missing, and 
117 officers and 1,802 men had 


been wounded. 

The German High Command said 
that British and Greek losses were 
about 5,000 men and officers, in addi- 
tion to 10,700 British officers and men 
and 5,000 Greek officers and men taken 
prisoner. The British losses, it was 
said, did not include those lost at sea 
during the Crete campaign. 

The High Command claimed that 167 
enemy ‘planes had been brought down 
in air battles over Crete, eight had 
been brought down by anti-aircraft fire, 
and 417 destroyed on the ground. 

German losses were reported at about 
256 planes. 

The High Command claimed that 
from r 1 to May 30, 30 enemy 
warships had been sunk in the Mediter- 
ranean, inclading 23 during the battle 
for Crete. 


A great number of other units, 
including several battleships and 'plane 
carriers, were damaged during the 
same period,” it was claimed. 

The High Command added that 104 
merchantmen, totalling over 52,000 
tons, had been sunk in the Mediter- 
ranean in the same period. 

The High Command said that Crete 
had been captured on Herr Hitler’s 
“personal order,” and the capture 
proved that nothing is impossible to 
the German soldier.

ITALY’S LAST RED SEA 


PORT 
INDIAN troops, making a sur-

BRITISH REPORT 


After announcing the capture 61 
Lamenti and Assab, the Cairo com-

50 naval ratings, 87 pilots and airmen, 
39 German seamen and numbers of 
Italian troops.

“In the Jimma area our general 
dvance is continuing. 
a Libya.— Aircraft 55 the Royal Air 
Force continued to attack enemy con- 
centrations in North Africa yesterday 
(Wednesday), and inflicted consider- 
able damage on motor transport and 
troops. 

In the Gazala, Capuzzo and El 
Adem regions our fighters destroyed 
twenty large vehicles. 

“On the El Gubba-Apallonia road 
Maryland aircraft bombed and 
machine-gunned an enemy convoy, 
destroying at least seven vehicles. 

A number of enemy aerodromes 
were attacked during the night of 
June 10-11.

To a Finish 
A remarkable meeting was held in 
London yesterday. The renue was the 
drawing-room of St. James's Palace, s 
building steeped in tradition, within a 
stone’s throw of that part of the English 
capital which recently was devastated by 
German bombs. Mr. Winston Churchill, 
British Premier, and official spokesman 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
was the principal speaker, and those present 
incladed representatives of Poland, Norway, 


Mr. Churchill. was equally determined in 
his attitude. Complete unanimity of 
purpose was displayed, and the resolution 
to stand together until victory is won” 
yet may rank as one of the most important 
decisions in modern history. The British 
Prime Minister ig among the most 
inspiring speakers of our times. He can 
clothe the commonest words with that 
magic which is the born orator’s supreme 
gift, and he never was more impressive 
than he was yesterday. Included in the 
drawing-room of St. James’s Palace were 
the representatives of no fewer than ten 
nations whose soil had been invaded since 
the beginning of the war. Mr. Churchill 
assured them, as well as the representa- 
tives of the British Commonwealth, that 
the attacks that had been made on 
their countries were being repaid, and 
‘‘soon would be more than repaid.” 
Mr. Churchill never has believed 
in the raising of false hopes in 
the minds of his hearers. When he was 
called to the leadership of the British 
Empire he promised his people nothing 
but blood and tears and toil and sweat; 
and yesterday he was equally frank. We 
expect,” he declared, that it will be 
long. Nevertheless, he assured his 
hearers that, in the long run, all would be 
well. Food and arms from the United 
States, he said, were coming safely in. 
Full provision to replace Great Britain's 
sunken tonnage was being made in the 
United Kingdom ; and the British people 
were resolved at all costs to make every 
possible sacrifice in the cause of victory. 
The enemy, said Mr. Churchill, was 
strong; but it is here, in this island 
fortress, that he will have to reckon in 
the end.” “He will find no peace, no 
rest, no halting place, no parlev. These 
sentiments were endorsed by the trusted 
representatives of those nations that have 
fallen victims to the cruel hazard of war. 
God alone knows what will happen to the 
world if the war lasts much longer. One 
shudders to think of the fate of that 
civilisation which hag been built up so 
laboriously through the ages if the 
present orgy of destruction should be 
allowed to continue; but facts must be 
faced. The Prime Minister of England, 
speaking not only for the people of Great 
Britain and. her Dominions beyond the 
seas, but for the peoples of those European 
natiens that have been lail low by the 
cruel hand of modern war, has proclaimed 
to the world that there will be no peace 
by conquest. To the vast resources of 
the British Empire are being added the 
even vaster resources of the United States 
of America. There seems to be no prospect 
of a compromise. It will be a fight to a 


finish.

Profiteeting 


Most people accept profiteering at the 
present time as one of the necessary evils 
of war, but there is a limit to the distance 
that profiteers may go. In Britain it 
appears that they now have reached that 
limit. Some days ago a writer in the 
Manchester Guardian mentioned one 
instance of profiteering which is carried 
on to an alarming extent. In many shops 
which used to be—and, indeed, still are— 
known as “ham and beef shops a 
customer who asks for a sandwich is 
served with a sandwich which contains 
only ham, and at the present high price 
of the sandwiches it has been calculated 
that the ham used in the making of them 
should cost something like fifteen shillings 
a pound. This is only one example of 
the varied means used by the profiteers 
to skate on the thin ice of food control 
legislation for their own ends. Now that 
clothes suddenly have become yaluable, it 
is only to be expected that the profiteers 
will try to devise various ways and means 
to drive a coach-and-four through the 
rationing system. Old clothes, for 
instance, will become very desirable assets, 
and will, no doubt, fetch exceedingly high 
prices, or, rather, they would have done, 
if the British Government had not decided 
that it is now time to step in and put 
a stop to profiteering. In the House of 
Commons yesterday the “oods and Service 
Price Control Bill was given its first 
reading. From now on maximum prices 
will be fixed by the Board of Trade for 
emential goods, such as clothing and foot- 
wear, and the Board also will have the 
power to control the prices paid for such 
services as furniture storage, boot repair- 
ing, and laundry work. In order to 
prevent profiteering on second-hand 
clothes, the Board will be given the 
authority to make Orders forbidding the 
sale of such articles as may be specified, 
except by firms registered in accordance 
with the Orders—firms which keep records 
of all their dealings available for inspec- 
tion on demand. The prevalent habit 
among shopkeepers of giving the impres- 
sion that an article is “sold out” or 
unobtainable, in order to retain stocks for 
some particular reason, also will be made 
illegal under the new system. ' It will be 
an offence for a trader to refuse to sell 
any pricecontrolied goods which, he 
possesses in stock. The law will deal in no 
light fashion with private offenders, and 
there is no limit to the fines which may 
be imposed on convicted limited companies. 
Such a reform has long been needed, and 
could, indeed, be applied with great benefit 
to almost all countries in war-time.

The Coroner expressed sympathy 
with the bereaved and with all who 
had been rendered homeless by reason 
of the raid.
